JUDGE LOCHRANE AND 1HE FIFTH 
DISTRICT. 


In another column we print a letter 
from Judge Lochrane, of this city, de- 
clining to allow his name to be used as 
an independent candidate for congress 
in this district, We commend the let- 
ter to the careful attention of those in 
the district and out of it who are dis- 
posed to manifest..contempt for party 
harmohy and organization. Its senti- 
ments are admirable, and, at this junc~ 
ture, will have great weight with the 
people. Judge Lochrane is one of the 
ablest and most popular of our public 
men. With a profound knowledge of 
the law, he combines the scholarly cul- 
ture of a litterateur. He possesses ‘the 
broad views of a cosmopolitan and the 
keen insight of one who has made a 
study of his fellow-men. In the early 
days of reconstruction Judge Lochrane’s 
conservatism and foresight were mis- 
understood and widely misrepre- 
sented, but events have justi- 
fied the position he then — tooks 
and where he stood in 1866, the 
democratic party stands in 1878. 
He believes that the only hope of dem" 
ocratic success, thé only hope of re- 
deeming the country in 1880, is in strict 
party organization. He is for the unity 
that gives strength, the harmony that 
gives power. Oonsequently he utterly 
refuses to be a party toany scheme cal- 
culated to create confusion, disorgani- 
zation, division and ultimate defeat. 

If, in response to the numerous ap- 
peals that have been made to him, 
Judge Lochrane had consented to the 
use of hfs name as, an independent 
candidate, he would have caused serix 
ous division in the ranks of the de- 
mocracy. Apart from the fact that for 
years he was judge of the Macon cir~ 
cuit, which included some of the 
strongest counties that now form a part 
of the fifth district, his great personal 
popularity and his power as a speaker 
would have rendered the succees of 


right.” 

We allude to these things 
)merely fo show to what des- 
perate expedients John Sherman 
has been driven in order to save 
himself from the disgrace that sure- 
ly awaits him.

It is this organization which 
has succeeded 1n restoring good govern- 
ment to a section plundered by alien 
rogues and oppressed by a tyrannical 
administration, and such has been its 
determination and firmness that it has 
resisted every attempt to defeat its pur~ 
pose or to make a breach in its ranks,
